Subject: — Import of Machine tools under D.L.F. Loan No. 157— October, 1960— 
March, 1961 Licensing Period. 

No. 24-ITC(PN)/61.—Attention of importers is invited to the import policy 
given for Machine Tools in Appendix 11 to the Red Book for October, 1960-March, 
1961 licensing period according to which quota licences for import of Machine 
tools can be granted to established importers on a quota of 20% Gen. & 20% Soft. 
Applications from Actual users can also be considered on an ad hoc basis. 

2. It has been decided to consider applications for the import of Machine tools 
falling under Part VI of the I.T.C. Schedule of the U.S.A. origin and from the 
U.S.A. under a line of credit available from the U.S. Economic Development Loan 
Fund (hereinafter called the D.L.F. Loan No. 157). Applications for import of 
permissible Machine tools will be considered from the established importers and 
licences will be granted on a quota of 50% in addition to their entitlement under 
the normal import policy. Applications for import of Machine tools under the 
D.L.F. Loan No* 157 will also be entertained from Actual users and they should 
provide the following information: 

(a) Details of Industries Act licences held by the party, or of any other 

authorisation given by Government, 

(b) The total estimated f.o.b. value of the equipment to be purchased in 

the U.S.A. and the estimated cost of insurance and freight separately. 

(c) Whether any part of the equipment for the completion of the project 

(i) has already been installed, 

(ii) has been covered by import licence, and/or 

(iii) has to be purchased outside the U.S.A. 

Details particularly values should be given. 

(d) Date by which shipments are expected to be completed. 

(e) The value of output to be achieved from the project and the annual 

value of raw materials and/or components to be imported. 

(f) Whether arrangements for rupee finance not only to meet the cost of 

the imported equipment but also for local expenditure have been 
made. 
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3. Applications for permissible types of machine tools will also be considered 
from New corners holding sole agency of a manufacturer of Machine tools in the 
U.S.A. These applications will be considered ad hoc having regard to past 
experience, status of the importer and arrangement for after sales service. 

4. Licences for import of Machine tools under the D.L.F. Loan No. 157 will be 
granted subject to the terms and conditions set forth in the Appendix I to this 
Public Notice. It should be noted that all disbursements to the U.S. Suppliers of 
machinery will be made directly by the Development Loan Fund of U.S.A through 
“letters of commitment” issued in favour of certain designated American Banks 
which are mentioned in Appendix II to this Notice. On receipt of the import 
licence, importers will have to instruct their bankers to request one of the 
designated American Banks to open a letter of credit in favour of the U.S. 
suppliers, The U.S. Banks would obtain reimbursements against those letters of 
credit from the D.L.F, On receipt of shipping documents, the bankers in India 
will have to deposit the rupee equivalent of the dollar disbursements made by 
the U.S. Banks at the rate of Rs. 481 per $100 into tho Government of India 
account with the Reserve Bank of India/State Bank of India/Govornment Treasury 
under Minor Head-Deposits of the cost of materials procured under D.L.F Pro¬ 
gramme-Detailed Head-DLF Loan No. 157—Second Private Sector Capital Equip¬ 
ment Loan programme under Major Head—S—Deposits and Advances—Deposit 
not bearing interest—Other Deposits. 

5. Before an import licence can be issued by the Chief Controller of Imports & 
Exports, the Importers will furnish to him directly a Bank guarantee In the form 
enclosed iji Appendix III under advice to the Under Secretary (D.L.F. Section), 
Ministry of Commerce & Industry. The Bank Guarantee should be executed on 
non-judidal paper, the value of the stamp being adjudicated bv the Collector in 
accordance with the provisions of Section 31 of tho Stamp Act, 1899. Licences 
will issue only on receipt of an Intimation from importers accepting the conditions 
indicated in Appendix I and on their furnishing the Bank Guarantee referred to 
above. 

6 . Before importers place orders on U.S. suppliers they will also inform the 
suppliers that the Imports would ba financed under the D.L.F, Loan No. 157, and 
that consequently the licence would be subject to the conditions given in Appendix 
I, requiring the suppliers/importers to submit certain documents to the authorised 
U.S. Banks. 

7. It will also be a condition of the licencos Issued to established importers and 
Newcomers holding sole agency of a manufacturer of Machine tools in the U.S.A. 
that goods will be sold on arrival to Actual users approved by the D.O. (Tools), 
Development Wing, Ministry of Commerce & Industry. In order to secure such 
an approval, Importers should submit lists of Actual users to whom sales are pro¬ 
posed to be edected, as soon as practicable after obtaining an import licence. The 
lists should indicate the name(s) and address(es) of the Actual User(s), industry 
in which engaged and the authority to whom production returns of the particular 
firm are being normally sent. The Importers should send to "the D.O. (Tools), 
Development Wing on the 10th of each month a report on the actual scales effected 
in the previous month, quoting against each Actual user’s name, the approval 
reference of the licensing authority obtained previously. 

8 . In making applications for the Import of machine tools under the D.L.F. 
Loan No. 157, importers may provide for an initial stock of spares upto 10% of 
the value of Import entitlement; applications for the import of spare parts will 
not he entertained separately. 


9 Licences granted for permissible types of Machine tools under the D.L.F. 
Loan No. 157 will not be valid for the import of Cutting tools classifiable under 
S. Nos. 20(1), 20(2) of Part II and Precision and measuring tools classifiable under 
S No 21 of Part II of the I.T.C Schedule. Applications for import of Machine 
tools under the D.L.F. Loan No. 157 should be superscribed as "Under D.L.F. 
Loan No. 157” and should be made in the form and manner prescribed in the 
Policy Red Book for the period October, 1960-March, 1961 to the Development 
Wing' (Tools Directorate), Ministry of Commerce & Industry, Udyog Bhavan, New 
Delhi, with a copy to the Deputy Economic Adviser, Ministry of Commerce & 
Industry, Udyog Bhavan, New Delhi by the 30th March, 1961. 


10 The attention of importers is drawn to the fact that the licences to be 
Issued under the D.L.F. No, 157 will be valid for placement of firm orders before 
30th September 1961 and for completion of shipment by 30 th September 1902. 
Importers are, therefore, requested to take immediate steps to lam 

necessary formalities and to apply for an Import licence by 30th March 1961 
Importers’ attention is further drawn to the fact that In the event of non-fulfilment 
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of the conditions mentioned in this Public Notice and those set out in Appendix I 
and the Annexures thereof, the licences granted under D.L.F. No. 157 will not be 
valid for import.

Terms and conditions governing the issue of licences under D.L.F, Loan No. 157 

(i) This licence is available for import of Machine Tools of U.S.A, origin and 
from U.S.A. only. 

(ii) The mode of payment under this licence will be through "letters of com¬ 
mitment” issued in favour of American banking institutions, the names of which 
will be intimated to the importers by the Ministry of Commerce and Industry. 

On receipt of the licence the licensee should instruct his uanxers to request the 
American Bank or Bapks to open a letter of credit in favour of the American 
Suppliers, The suppliers will have to submit the necessary documentation, details 
of which are given in Annexure I, to the American Banks at the time of presenta¬ 
tion of payment claims. The American Bank(s) would obtain reimbursements 
against such credits from the D.L.F. The Ministry of Commerce ® n d Industry 
wnuM have informed the American Bank of the names of the Indian Banks, licence 
number and other details by that time, The Importers’ bankers in India should 
deposit the rupee equivalent of the dollar disbursements made bv the American 
banks at the rate of Its. 481/- per $100, into the Government of India Account 
with the Reserve Bank of India/State Bank of India/Government Treasury .on 
receipt of shipping documents. As soon as the rupee equivalent of the^invoice 
price is credited into the Central Government Account, th ^ Banks in India should 
inform the Ministry of Commerce and Industry, New Delhi (Attention bnrl 
Nagendra Bahadur, Joint Secretary), accordingly, enclosing the receipts therefor 
and indicating references to the invoice/shipping documents and the relevant 
licence No. to which the transaction relates. This information should als £ 
repeated to the Ministry of Finance, Department of Economic Affairs, New Delhi

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(v) The importers shall indicate in their contracts with U.S. suppliers that the 
required documents have to be submitted by the supplier himself to the authorized 
U-£. Banks, 

(vi) Firm orders must be placed on the suppliers by 30th September 19G1 and 
the goods shipped by the 30th Septemoer 1962 at the latest. Within a fortnignt 
of the placement of orders, a report, in triplicate, should be sent to the Ministry 
Of Commerce and Industry with a copy, to the Ministry of Finance (Deptt. of 
Economic Affairs) supported by the following information/documents, 

(a) No,, date and value of the licence; 

(b) Value of the order placed and accepted by the supplier; 

(c) Name and address of the supplier; 

(d) General description of the equipments to be Imported. 

(e) A copy of the order placed on the supplier and of his acceptance. 

Any change in the terms of the order should be Intimated promptly to the 
Ministry of Commerce and industry, 

(vii) The goods should be procured at reasonable prices which should normally 
approximate the lowest competitive export market price, quality, time and cost 
of delivery and other factors considered, In no case should an order be placed at 
a price exceeding that indicated by the importer to Government in submitting 
the import application and on the basis of which the import licence was issued. 
The prices at which contracts are concluded by th e importer will be subject to 
check by the Indian Government. Any contracts enteieu into in violation of the 
conditions of this paragraph will render the licence liable to cancellation. 

(vlii) Goods imported under this import licence shall be used only for the 
purposes for which the import licence is issued and/or in accordance with such 
conditions as may heiealtci be prescrined ny Government, i he importer shall 
promptly furnish to the Ministry of Commerce and Industry all relevant Informa¬ 
tion concerning details of purchase and the use of goods obtained under the import 
licence. 

(ix) Goods may be shipped only on Indian and/or U.S. Flag Vessels. It should, 
however, be ensured that at least 50% of the total tonnage of all orders (computed 
separately for dry bulk carriers, dry cargo liners and tankers) is shipped on U.S. 
Flag Commercial Vessels to the extent such vessels are available at fair and 
reasonaole re.‘es, Freight charges in respect of goods transported on Indian Flag 
Vessels shall be payable in rupees. 

(x) Marine Insurance may be effected either with U.E. or Indian Insurance 
Companies. In respect ol insurance covered with Indian Insurance Companies 
the insurance premium shall be payable in rupees. 

(xu Claims lor deficiency in quality and specifications with the suppliers shall 
be settled only In dollars, the payment being rem tterl by the suppliers to the 
concerned bank in India ol the importer. Immediately upon the settlement of 
such claims, the Importer should notify the Ministry of Commerce and Industry 
of the details of such payment. A copy of this should be endorsed to the Ministry 
of Finance, Deptt. of Economic Affairs. It is imperative that importers should 
receive the claims in India and should, in no case, arrange for their being credited 
to tneir accounts with the suppliers abroad. 

(xil) The Importer shall make arrangement with his suppliers to comply with 
the requirement regarding marking of the commodities imported as set out in 
Annexure III. 

(xiii) The importer shall maintain books and records adequate to identify 
the items financed under the loam to d : --clos? their costs and their use or sale, 
to show the nature and extent of solicitation of prospective suppliers and the 
bams for the award of the contracts or orders involved; and to indicate the 
progress in their utilisation. Such hooka and records shall be maintained until 
31st December, 1968. The imoorte- shall enable the authorised representatives 
Of the D.LF, to Inspect the utilisation of all items financed under the Loan and 
the re-’Oids and books maintained in that connection and shail afford all reasonable 
opportunity and assistance to them for such examination. 

(b) The importers shall submit to the Commerce and Industry Ministry, with 
copy endorsed to the Ministry of Finance (Deptt. of Economic Affairs) quarterly 
reports lor rach calendar year giving dot Vis of (i) procurement and utilisation 
and (ii) Ocean Shipping, in the forms attached as Annexures IV, V, VI, to 
APPENDIX-I, These reports shall be submitted within ten days after the expiry 
Of the quarter under report. 
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(xiv) The Importer should apprise the suppliers of any special provisions in 
the import licences which affect the suppliers in carrying out the transaction. 

(xv) It should be understood that the Government of India will not undertake 
any responsibility for disputes, if any that may arise between the importers and 
suppliers. 

(xvi) The importer shall promptly comply with any directions, instructions or 
orders issued by Government regarding any and all matters arising Irom or per¬ 
taining to the import licences and for meeting the obligations under the agreement.

Documents Required from suppliers under demlovrnent Loan Fund letters of 
credit procedure — Ref. para (ii) 

Claims for payment by suppliers pursuant to Letters of Credit or other order for 
payment issued under a DLF letter of Commitment must be supporled by the follow¬ 
ing documents (each of which must be identified by the appropriate Loan Number 
and, where known. Letter of Commitment Number), except when specifically 
waived in writing by the Manager: 

(a) For cost of goods including costs of freight and/or marine insurance where 
the supplier pays such costs either for his own or the buyer’s account: 

(1) Voucher SF 1034, in original and three copies, prepared by the approved 

applicant or the banking institution as assignee or as agent for and on 
behalf of the approved applicant, (This normally is prepared by the 
U.S. Bank). 

(2) One copy (or photostat) of the suppliers' detailed invoice showing quan¬ 

tity, description, gross sales price, not sales price (after duducting all 
discounts and purchasing agents’ commissions applicable) basis of deli¬ 
very (e g., F.O.B. vessel, F.A.S.) of the goods or services, and either. 

(a) Marked “paid” by the supplier, or 

(b) Endorsed by, or accompanied by a "Certificate of an officer of a banking 

institution indicating that payment has been made in the amount 
shown in the invoice. 

(Where the supplier's detailed invoice covered cost of ocean freight only, 
such invoice shall be executed by the supplier of the ocean freight 
and shall ind'eate instead of the quantity, description, sales pr'ces 
and basis of delivery indicated above, the vessel, flag and the dollar 
and/or local currency cost of ocean freight and related transportaton 
charges and either (a) marked “paid” by the supplier of the ocean 
traneporation or (b) endorsed by, or accompanied by a certificate of 
an officer of a banking institution Indie ting that payment has bem 
made In the amount shown on the invoice. If the bill of lading (re¬ 
quired by sub-paragraph 4(a) of this paragraph) meets the require¬ 
ments of this sub-paragraph no invoice is required). 

(3) In the case of goods shipped from a free port or bonded warehouse, DLF 

requires the suppliers to endorse on, or attach to, the copy (or photo¬ 
stat) of the supplier's invoice a statement indicating: — 

(a) Shipment from either a free port or bonded warehouse, in accordance 

with the facts; and 

(b) the country or area from which the goods were shipped into such free 

ports or bonded warehouse, 

(4) Evidence of shipment: 

(a) Bill of lading or substitute. One ropy (or photostat! of ocean or charter 

party bill of lading, or airway bill, or parcel post receipt. 

(b) Bank certificate for shipments from United States. In the case of Bny 

commodity shipped from the eont'nental United States (excluding 
Alaska) and financed under a Letter of Commitment to a banking 
institution in Ih:■ United States, DLF will accent in lieu of the docu¬ 
ments referred to in sub-division (a) of th's sub-paragraph, a certi¬ 
ficate from the bonking institution to the effect that it has been' 
informed by the Approved Applicant or suppTer that the sale is on 
an F.O.B. or F.A.S. basis and it is impracticable to furnish an ocean 
or charter party bill of lading, airway bill or parcel post receipt, and 
that either: 
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0 ) Shipment document sent by bank. The banking institution' 'has 
received a common carrier bill of lading, warehouse receipt, mate’s 
receipt, master’s receipt, dock receipt or domestic parcel post 
receipt (if in non-negotlable form, showing that the commodity has 
been consigned to or is being held for a person or organization 
designated by the approved applicant); It has delivered or sent the 
same, m accordance with the Instructions of the approved Appli¬ 
cant, to a person or organization designated by the approved 
Applicant; and has in its possession a written undertaking of such

The banking institution has received 
a common carrier bill of lading or warehouse Receipt in negotiable 
form, and is in possession of the bank; It has been unable to 
deliver the same to a person or organization designated by the 
Approved Applicant against the written undertaking described in 
(I) of this sub-division, and it is holding the negotiable common 
carrier bill of lading or negotiable warehouse receipt subject to the 
instructions of DLF, and will forward sanie to DLF when and if 
so instructed, except that if it becomes possible before any such 
instructions are received. It will proceed In accordance with (i) of 
this sub-division. 

(5) Three copies of the DLF “Supplier’s Certificate" and “InvoP'e-and-Con- 

traet Abstract" signed by a responsible official of the supplier covering 
the following; 

(a) The cost of the commodity, including the cost of ocean freight and/or 

marine Insurance including war risk insurance when such costs are 
paid by the supplier for his own or the buyer’s account to be execu¬ 
ted by the supplier of the commodity. 

(b) The cost of ocean freight to be executed by the ocean' carrier. 

(c) The cost of marine insurance Including war risk insurance to be ex¬ 

ecuted by the Insurer, insurance broker, or underwriter. 

(6) Such additional or substitute documentation as may be specified in the 

Letter of Commitment.

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Annexure III To Min. of C & I, Public Notice No. 24-ITC(PN)/61 dated 2-3-1961. 

Marking requirements for goods financed under D.L.F. Loan. 

(i) Goods financed under a DI.F loan must carry an emblem designed for 

this purpose. This identification shall be affixed by metal plate, decal- 
comania, stencil label, tag, or other means depending upon the type of 
commodity or shipping container and the nature of the surface to be 
marked, The emblems placed on the commodities must be approxi¬ 
mately as durable as the trademark or company or brand name affixed 
by the producer, the emblems on thh shipping containers must be 
legible until they reach the consignee. 

(al Size of emblem.—The size of the emblem may vary depending upon the size 
of the commodity, package or shipping container to be marked, but must be large 
enough to be clearly visible at reasonable distance. 

(b) Colour of emblem— The emblem will appear in the colours shown on the 
samples available in the Office of Small Business, International Co-operation Ad¬ 
ministration, Washington, 25, D.C., or in the Offices of the USOMa in the respective 
co-operating countries. 

(ii) Exception to requirement, 

(a) For certain goods. —Raw materials (including grain, coal, petroleum, oil and 
lubricants) shipped in bulk, vegetable fibres packaged in bales, and semi-finished 
products which are not packaged in any way are, to the extent compliance is 
impracticable, excepted from the marking requirements of this section. 

(b) For other commodities upon approval by DLF. —If compliance with the pro¬ 
visions of this section is found to be impracticable with respect to goods, supplier 
will promptly request the Office of Small Business, International Cooperation Ad¬ 
ministration, Washington 25, D.'C. for an exception from the requirement of this 
section. 

(ill) The following guidance and interpretation is provided to ensure unifor¬ 
mity of interpretation by suppliers: — 

(a) Buildings structures, and major items of equipment confined to one site. —A 
metal plate bearing the emblem is to be affixed in a suitable location on each struc¬ 
ture; or, emblems may be painted directly on to the structure, using good quality 
outdoor paints. The emblem to be applied to major Items of equipments not con¬ 
fined to one site (such as automotive vehicles, railroad cars and engines, vessels 
dredges, bulldozers, graders, efcj by means of waterproof paffits or metal plates. 

(b) Other itmes and packaged goods.—Each item or shipping container will 
carry an emblem of the largest practicable size but at least as large as the supplier s 
name or trade mark, 

(iv) Inquiries concerning emblem requirements not covered by the forgoing 
should be addressed to the Marking Requirements Officer Office of 
Small Business, Internation Cooperation Administration, Washington, 
25, D.C. Samples of the emblem, and assistance in locating emblem 
suppliers, will also be furnished upon request. 

(v) A list of U.S. suppliers of official Emblems is attached. 

The importer shall instruct his suppliers to comply with these requirements.
